But he tells me he does 
not have the money to repay ue for phone calls? Or won t pay the cost of getting the pictures 
you now find you need, an though tho average intelligent high~scho;l freshman ought not 
have, seen this a year and a lialf ago when I did? (l dicln t ask you, you offered to see tiiat 
I was paid fox- them, but it liasn' t toppyned, and I'm not now asking.) Bud’s forte in tiiis 
field is stealing and bragging (he hasn t stopped), not doing. But my point is tiiat tore I 
am, depsaratoly broke, unable to pay fo? everyday needs, ind X have to take various kinds 
of abuse on top of all the rest? I am to jjatee no feelings? I have stolimateo. them, and I 
have been publicly silent. I have no plans for changing tiiis. But that does not mean tiiat 
1 will not under any circumstances. 


I intend tiiis as the club not previously swung. It hasn’t hit. X don’t want to do more 
than raise it. Unless I see- a need to, X won’t. But believe ue, if I see a need to, I will. 

I as aware tiiat under ordinary circumstances, a pisspoor job should succeed under the existing 
circumstances in tiiis case. But this is not on ordinary case. You also have to understand 
this. Bo, there had better not be any errors of commission or omission that were .or could 
have been forseeable. i cion t regard, ay having a chance to skin something as an adequate 
examination of it. I have already sold you this in various ways, including on our last meeting, 

when 1 told you tiiat the time available to mo permitted only an appraisal of the content 

of wiv.it you tod given me, not what was riot in it. i'hir. Btanton t'.ing, w ich 1 feel you do 
not yet really understand, is but one example. Yhe other letters are both part of this and 
more. 1 don't think you will have put tins all together nr, it should have been an-, could. 

If you have the understanding, X have not seen in in anything you have on paper, have not 

heard it in anything you said to me, or my memory is worse than 1 believe it has become.
